The chaplain said, ‘My complaint 
is not that Catholicism is not repre- 
i sented religiously, but that it is intol- 
erably misrepresented academically.” 


The university president countered, 

. irresponsible attacks . . . accusa- 
tions . . . unsubstantiated charges of 
malfeasance against the university’ had 
been made by the chaplain. 


And this has erupted into the Prince- 
tonian controversy, one currently rag- 
ing in prominent religious, academic 
and journalistic circles. 


And what started the ruckus? 
| It began this way: 


On Sept. 28, 1957, Princeton univer- 
sity officially stripped Roman Catholic 
chaplain, the Rev. Hugh Halton, O.P., 
| of all university rights because of his 
| outspoken criticism against Princeton 
| and certain of its faculty members. His 
criticism concerned the representation 
—or misrepresentation—of Catholicism 
on the university campus. Retaliation 
and retorts to the retaliation have 
sparked the American news scene since 
that date.

Points under argument are the as- 
sertions by the chaplain that Prince- 
ton persists in misrepresenting Cathol- 
icism through incompetent, unqualified 
teachers. His argument, as one Catholic 
journalist put it, is that “if the uni- 
versity hires men who know biology to 
teach biology, it should hire men who 
know the Catholic religion to conduct 
classes where Catholicism is studied and 
discussed. They need not be Catholic, 
but should be competent.” 


He has gone even further and cited 

men whom he considered incompetent. 

One was revered philosophy professor 

Walter T. Stace, who once defined 

God as a “benevolent ghost.” Father 

% Halton stated that Stace’s teachings 

| were “metaphysical mambo.” Profes- 

sor Stace explained that he merely does 

\ not “accept the common conception of 
ea God.” 


Priest Denounces ‘Incompetence 


Another academic target was eminent 
archaeology Professor Emeritus George 
W. Elderkin, whom America described 
as a man who ‘‘devotes his declining 
years to a series of nervous attacks upon 
the Catholic Church.” Father Halton 
says that Elderkin has “poisoned the 
minds of students . . . for 38 years.” 


Perhaps the most surprising of the 
priest's attacks was the one leveled 
against Jacques Maritain, renowned 
Catholic philosopher and retired Prince- 
ton instructor. Father Halton, explain- 
ing that Maritain did not have a sound 
philosophical background, told of the 
instance of a group of Catholic theol- 
ogians in Washington who, not know- 
ing that Maritain was the author of 
a certain work, rejected it as not up 
to standards. 


At the outbreak of the controversy, 
Maritain’s opinion about the university's 
action was, ‘This is a very compli- 
cated issue, but . . . President Goheen 
is perfectly right.’ More recently Mari- 
tain would offer no comment. 


Father Halton has pointed out as an 
example of misrepresentation of Cathol- 
icism the publication by the Princeton 
university press of the book Morals and 
Medicine. The volume, advocating 
contraception, abortion and other such 
propositions and listing such actions as 
Catholic teaching, was published even 
under the protest of Catholic authority 
before its printing. It was subsequently 
made a required text, not only at 
Princeton, but at 20 other colleges and 
universities across the nation.

Such situations as this may account 
for the alarming statistics concerning 
Catholics at Princeton. Father Halton 
reports that ‘57 per cent of Catholic 


students at Princeton since 1880 have 
been lapsed Catholics.’’ At present 
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there are 375 Catholics among the 
2900 men enrolled. 

Citing Walter "God—a benevolent 
ghost” Stace and the book Morals 
and Medicine, Father Halton de- 
clared that “false and incompetent 
teaching and texts have contributed in 
part to the abandonment of religious 
persuasion.” 

And what about the Catholic stu- 
dents? How do they feel? 

Opinion is divided. One senior said, 
“Father Halton is very entertaining .. . 
but Mass is not the time to discuss the 
faculty."’ But another senior asserted 
that ‘Father Halton is right on prac- 
tically everything he has stated . 
he’s always been everything I wanted.” 

Editors of the Daily Princetonian, 
student newspaper, are supporting the 
university. In viewing this fact, one 
Catholic writer reported that ‘‘college 
editors are great little fellows for free- 
dom of speech. . . they'll defy author- 
ities. . . [But] the school-boy editors 
are only conventional non-conform- 
ists; they are rebels only for ‘safe 
causes.” "’

But Bishop Ahr’s statement summed 
it all up well: “The basic issue is the 
tight of a priest. . . to speak out in 
defense of the faith and morals of those 
committed to his care.”

Begins Higher Studies 
In 1949 he came to America and in 
1951 began his higher studies at 
Gray’s Harbor college in Washington 
state.

Intending to 
major in history, he began a study of 
the history of ideas. Gradually his 
interest turned to philosophy. Deciding 
to remain in Cleveland where his 
family was now living, he took sum- 
mer work at John Carroll university 
to acquaint himself with scholastic 
philosophy. 

Earns Bachelor’s Degree 

The next year, 1954, brought Mr. 
Boh his bachelor’s degree with high 
honors from Ohio university.
